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ABSTRACT 

« A study based ov. supplementary questi,ons in thes^ 

October 1978 purrent Population Survey 'reveal cd an improved job 
situation amotig O.S, youths both in and out of school, but it showed 
dropouts and those from low-Income families at a distinct 
disadvantage. Overall, the nuifber of employed youths (age 16-2W) 
increased by '1.1 lillfon from Odtober 1977 to October 197B although 
that segient of the population increased by less than 300,000, Most 
of the increase in the st'fden* labor force was accounted for by high, 
school students. The larae differences between th« labor force 
participation rates of black and' white youth (students and 
nonstudents) persisted or increasfd. The unemplcyient rate for 
dropo^uts was more ^han double, that of high school graduates and three 
t^nes that of college graduates. Youths from lower income families 
were less likely to be ir^ the labor force, and if in it, auch aore 
likely to be unemployed. Three-fourths of the report consists of 
tabular dtta on the emplovment s+atus of yquth (high school or 
college students, gradua^-es, and dropouts) by sex, age, race, family 
income, occupation/industrv, and duration of employment: on 
additional combinations of the ^ibove variables: on reasons unemployed 
youth were looking for work: and on youth of Hispanic origin, 
MethodolDgy for the survey is described briefly, (JT) 
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The onploymcnt situation for youths (age -16 to 24 
yeara) was s^gniflcaiftly better in Occober 1978 than it 
had been a earlier. The improved job situation was 
evident among youthft both in school as well as out of 
school. 

Overall, the number of employed youths increased by 
1.1 million from October 1977 to October 1978.. (See u- 
ble 1.) Th( increase appears particularly large in view of 
the fact that this segment of the population, after cMng 
very rapidly for over a decade, is now beginning J^evti 
ott: over this l»year period, it increased by less than ' 
300.000 overall, and the number of youths age 16 to 19 
actually declined slightly.' . 

The large increase in youth employment, which 
matched ^he previous y<iar's increase, was accompanied 
by further increases in labor force pfurtid^tion. particu- 
larly among young womeh. The result was only a mod- 
crate decline in unemfrfoyment, with tl^e number of 
jobfctt youths dropping by 230.000. Nearly all of this 
dfiicline occurred • among youths no longer in school. 
whoM unemployment rat|i^ declined from 11.9 to 10.0 
percent. For youths in school, the unemployment rate 
declined only ^largiAally over the y^. 

Data on the fiunily income of youths show that the 
UkiB^hpod of youths bdng in school apd -working in- 
'criiifeed with fMnily 4ncome. Youths from lower income 
(kmiliet wd«. somewhat lots likely to be in the labor 
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force and. if in the labor force, much more likely to be 
unemployed.

Recent trends 

• 

Most of the incrciie in the Itudent labor force bet 
tweei^ i9^%nd 1978'^wa8 aeeouated for by high school 
students. Xs the college population edged downward, 
the number of college students in the labor force re- 
mained about the same uAn 1977. despite a rise in par- 
ticipation rates. The numj^r of unemployed higlr school 
and college students ajifcf thdr unemploynient rites we^ 
essentially uochiiliig;p{|(ri6verJ)e year. School schedules 
impose* substantial, Ihinitati^s on the availability of 
many youths for :iydrk. By October -1978. 9 of 10 stur 
dents w^o held were working part time or, if unem- 
ployed, were lo6kiing for part-time work. In contrast, the 
great nu^rity of thdr peer*, no longer in sdlq^worked 
at. or Were' looking for. fulNtimeJobs. (See tableS.) 

> Among youths not in school, the numl|h' with Jobs 
rose nearly 900,00a from October J 977 to (>ctober 
1978, subttantially more thim thdr increase in the labor 
force. The expansion in empldyment w«s shared by 

,(4>oth young men and women., blacks and whites, and 
school dropouts and high school graduftes. The i\vm- 
ber of . employed college graduates showed no significant 
change over the year, but a higher proportion of college 
graduates than of pertons with* less edudition was 
employed. 

~ A Urge difference between the labor force, participa- 
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tion ratal of black fttudenta and of white students 
persisted in 1978. The rate for black high school stu* 
^dents.age 16 to 19 was only half that for white stu- 
dents. Participation by black cc4lege students in campus^ 
work-study programs may account in pfurt for the nar- 
rowing of the difference between the black ^nd the 
white college student participation rates. ' 

The gap between the labor force participation rates of 
white tcffnfgers and black teenagers not in school has 
increased in recent years, Whereas the rate of young 
white men remained between 87 and 90 percent for the 
pkst 20 years, that of young black men was more than 
10 percentage jwiotriower in I978~rhHii~tfi~t960 (76^ 



percent compared with 89 percent). Various hypotheses 
have been suggested for this ddcline. One notes that 
much of the employment growth in recent years in re* 
tail trade and service industriesi which employ large 
niAnbers of young workers, has been in suburban areas 
rather than in the central cities where the large concen- 
tration of black youths lives. Also* many in&ustrial 
plants have moved to fringe areas that are difficult to 
reach for city residents, A study conducted in a large 
metropolitan area indicates that the employment prob- 
lem in the ghetto is not lack of jobs but lack of all but 
casual jobs:^ Others point )o a perceived lack of pros* 
pects for upward mobility unfie^jobs that do exist.' 
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Whttcvcr the reMoni fo( the decroua in bUck labor 
force participition u meuunxl by the Currant Popula* 
tion Survey^ the data indicate that moat John held by 
teenigen require little training or experience; that \t, 
most are Jobs that gemfrally h»ve no direct relation to 
jobs held later in lifcr ^ 

Dropputt at • diiadytntige 

Over a million youths wiho were not in tc^ilol in Oc- 
tober 1978 .had left before completiitiiiijdr school. 
About 23 percent of the white'youths ifot enrolled in 
school were dropouts, as were 36 percent of the blacks 
not enro lle d u n d 54 percent o f th e o ut-of-Khool His* 
panic youths. Although some of these dropouts will 
probably earn at least a high school equivalency certifi- 
cate, Ihe lack of educational credentials plac^ them at 
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a disadvantage in competition \<i(|i the majority, of their 
peers who hold either a high school or college diploma. 
Labor force participation is lower for dropouts than for 
gcaduates no longer iir school, regardless of age. Proba* 
bjy some of the factors that cause students to leave 
school aUo keep them out of the work force. The unem- 
ployment rate for dropouts in 1978 was more than dou- 
ble that of liigh schcx)l graduates and three times that 
of college graduates, in part because a disproportionate 
number of them were. teenagers,

New high school graduates not in college also in- 
yrMsed their labor force rate significantly since 1970. 
Thfe labor force participation ratt among female iiigh 
school^ graduates' rose by more thin ||0 percentage 
' points, as a growing proportion of/young women post- 
poned marriage and childbearing or continued to work 
aftbr becoming wives. « 



ber of 'that year. (See table 3.) There was no statistically 
significant difference between the proportions of young 
men and women or of blacks and whites continuing on 
to college. The college enrollment rate for each of these 
groups^ was relatively stable about 50 percent, for the 
1974-78 period. However, because of the higher pro- 
portions of. blacks 'and Hispanics who drop out of high 
school befoVe graduating, the numbers who go on to 
college become a relatively smaller proportion of their 
population. 

Xabor force participation rates for new high school 
^graduates, whether or not enrolled in college, were 
About the same in October 1978 as a year.eariier, when 
they had reached record levels. Since 1970» the labor 
force participation ratf ,of new high school graduates at- 
tending college full time has increased by S percentage 
points,, to 39 percenf. The rise in labor force participa- 
tion by* students has been attributed, in part, to infla- 
tionary pressures encountered in meeting coHege-related 
and other costs. Among newly enrolled students, rough- 
ly 20 percent in both 1970 and 1978 came from families 
with moderate incomes ($7,500 in 1970 and $15,000

School enrollment status was the most important de- 
terminant of labor force participation for youths at all . 
family income levels. However, whether or not enroled 
in school, youths in families with relatively low annual 
incomes were Jess likely to be in the labor force than 
those in higher income famifies. 

As shown in ' table 4, the labor force participation 
rate of male teenagers in families with less than $10,000 
annual inqoipe wa$ more than 10 percentage points low- 
er (both for those in and out of school) than the rate 
for those in families with incomes of $15,000 ^or

young women. The low labor force rates for youths in 
families with less than $10,000 income partially reflect 
the low labor force rates for blacks, both in and out of - 
sc'hool, who are concentrated in the lowest income 
Nygix>up. Over X of 5 black, teenagers but only I of 5 
wnite teenagers were from families with less than' 
SIO.OQO income. " * 

Unemployment rates among teenagers.'f^rdless of 
school status, were highest hr those in families with 
less thdn $10,000 income. . Of all unemployed teenagers 
for wh<im family income data were available in October 



1977, 37 percent were in families with annual income^, 
bclc^w SlOtOOO, and a)>out 15 percent were in families 
with annual incomes of $25,O0O or more, (Sec table 3.) 
The remaining unemployed youths jvere about equally 
divided between families with incomes of $10»000 to 
$14,999 and $1 5,000 ^to $24,999. A greater proportion 
of youths not in school than those in School were in 
families with incomes below $10,000. 47 percent versus 
30 percent. l|elatively more*than twice as many blacks 
as whites and more of thos6 not in school than in 
school were in families* . with less than $10,000 
income. - . □

Tablea 1 and 2 show approximations of the standard errors of the data In thla survey. They 
should be Inttrpreted as Indicators of the order of magnitude of the standard error rather than 
a precise standard error for any specific Item, , 

The following examples Illustrate their use. Table A shows that 3^937 »000 men 16 to 2A years 
old enrolled Bthool were In the labor force In Octobfr 1978. The same table shows that the 
population of thla age-sex group, both enrolled and not enrolled, was 17,582,000. Table 1 showa 
the standard* error on the estimate for this age-^sex grovp ta be approximately 78.900. Th* 
chances are aboux 2 out of 3, that the differences between the sample estimate and a complete 
census count would be less than 78,900. The chances are about 19 out of 20. that the differences, 
-would be leaa than 157,800. ^ . 

These 3. 937, 000. men represented 49.5 percent o^ all 16 to 2A year old men enrolled In school,'
